WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
The CIO high command passed 
‘the word to member unions today 
that the Taft-Hartley labor act 
will be fought in the courts and in 
the 1948 national elections. 

Rejecting all sugestions of a 
general protest strike, the 51-mem- 
ber CIO executive board decided 
to (1) attack the new law's con- 
stitutionality and (2) call on the 
AFL and railroad unions for a 
united attempt to beat the mem- 
bers of Congress who voted for it. 

Meanwhile, CIO unions will be 
urged to make their own decisions 
on whether to involve themselves 
with the new National Labor Re- 
lations Board in any way. 

As a starter in the court fight, 
President Philip Murray said, the 
CIO will take aim on the new bill's 
bar against union political contri- 
butions or editorial expression for 
or against congressional candi- 
dates in newspapers supported by 
union funds. 

“We will not comply with the 
unconstitutional limitations on po- 
litical activity which are written 
into the Taft-Hartley bill,” Murray 
said in a statement late yesterday 
after the executive board ended 
its one-day session. 

Proposes Meeting. 

Murray proposed a meeting of 
himself and leaders of other big 
unions to work out joint strategy 
for the court and election fight. 

He sent invitations to William 
Green, president of the AFL; Al- 
vanley Johnston, head of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers: A. F. Whitney, ohief of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, and Arthur Lyon, secretary 
of the Rajlroad Labor Executives’ 
Association, which represents the 
other railroad brotherhoods. 

(The United Press said Murray's 
bid for a united labor bloc for the 
1948 eléctions appeared @oomed to 
failure. 

(Green refused to comment di- 
rectly on the proposal, but he 
pointed to his statement of two 
days ago as expressing the AFL's 
position on the issue. Green said 
then that the AFL would have a 
parallel political action program 
to repeal the Taft-Hartley law 
and defeat members of Congress 
who voted for it—but he empha- 
sized that it would not be a pro- 
gram carried on jointly with the 
CIO.) 

The AFL claims 7,500,000 
members, the CIO more than 6,- 
600,000 and the railroad brother- 
hoods about 1,500,000. 

“We propose,” Murray said, “to 
exercise our political rights for 
the purpose of mobilizing the 
‘American people for the repudi- 
lution not only of the Taft-Hartley 
‘bill but of the entire reactionary 
program of which it is a part.”

He Tells Senate Group 


He Does Not ‘Entirely 


Exclude’ Possibility of War in 
Next 12 Months. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP) — 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Army 
chief of staff, told a Senate group 
today that this nation’s Army is 
“a. poor second” to Russia's and 
that he cannot “entirely exclude” 
the possibility of a war in the next 
12 months. 


Eisenhower emphasized that the 
War Department does not foresee 
the “probability” of war, Army 
planners, however, having to plan 
for al ntingencies, do not “en- 
tirely exelude such a possibility.” 
Eisenhower appeared before a 
Senate appropriations subcommit- 
tee in support of Army budget re- 
quests. | 


He presented his “estimate of 
the situation” in terms of the next 
12 ~% uths because he was discuss 
ing the budget for that period. 

In a press conference a few 
days ago, Eisenhower said he did 
not think war likely in the forsee.

Regarding this nation’s armed 
strength, Eisenhower said it was 
second only to that of Russia.

Eisenhower's views were ex- 
pressed in a statement which was 
made public after his appearance.

“As a result of this weakness 
and sparseness of our forces, the 
United States Army has a lessened 
influence toward deterring aggres- 
sion,” he said.

The temperature was 93 at 2:30 
p.m, today, highest in St. Louis 
since last Aug. 17. The previous 
high for this year was 92, recorded 
June 9. No break in the heat is 
expected before tomorrow night 
or early Monday. 

Last night, the second warmest 
of the year, based on the minimum 
temperature, was made particu- 
larly uncomfortable because of the 
high humidity, which redched 91 
per cent at 7 o’clock this morning.

No Danger of Being Stranded 
Anywhere in United States, 
Announcement Declares. 
WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP) 
—The American Automobile As- 
sociation said today motorists can 
make summer vacation trips any- 
where in the United States with- 
out danger of being stranded be- 

cause of a gasoline shortage. 
Warning against hysteria be- 
cause of current “scare” reports, 
the A.A.A. said: “The gasoline 
situation is unquestionably tight, 
but we are definitely assured that 
there is no Ukelihood of ration- 
ing to consumers. While some 
stations may run out of gas, the 
commodity will be available at 
other stations in the same com-

A telephone conference Was held 
late yesterday by these three of- 
ficials, none of whom has given 
any hint as to his choice for the 
board of arbitrators.

PARIS, June 28 (UP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
was understood tonight to have 
demanded that the United Na- 
tions be given the task of carry- 
ing out any plan for European 
economic recovery agreed upon 
by Britain, France and Russia.

PARIS, June 28 (AP)—A gloomy 
atmosphere pervaded both British 
and French quarters today after a 
private conference between For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault, 
prior to their second meeting to- 
day with Russian Foreign Minis 
er V. M. Molotov on European 
economic aid. 

French sources reported the pre- 
liminary meeting of Bevin and 
Bidault, and one informant said: 
“The success of the conference is 
in doubt.” The conference was 
called to consider Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall’s offer 
of United States help in an overall 
European reconstruction program. 

The Russians requested an 
hour’s delay in starting today’s 
session, a French official ‘said, 
and the conference did not get 
under way until 5:15 p.m. (11:15 
a. m., St. Louis time). The session 
ended at 7:50 p.m. The ministers 
scheduled another meeting for 
Monday. 

Russian Counterplan Reported. 

(The United Press said Molotov 
was reported to have taken a So- 
viet counterplan for European re- 
covery into the second meeting. 
The dispatch said the Russian 
move followed Bidault’s suggestion 
at yesterday’s opening session of 
a Sept. 1 deadline for preparing 
a unified European aid program, 
He was understood to have told 
Molotov that speed was essential. 

(Molotov in reply was reported 
to have opposed a hastily pre- 
pared recovery program, saying 
he wanted more details about the 
Marshall proposal. He indicated 
he wanted first to settle the much- 
argued issues of Germany’s future 
and Soviet reparations, it was 
said.) 

There were new indications that 
the Russians might request more 
definite information on the Mar- 
shall plan. 

Comment by Tass, 

Tass, official Soviet news agen- 
cy, said the conference’s “fore- 
most task” was to “clarify the ac- 
tual meaning” of the Marshall 
plan. 

(The dispatch was published in 
all central Moscow papers, Mos- 
cow reports said.) 

Tass suggested that the confer- 
ence first ask the United States 
about the “extent” and “condi- 
tions” of American help and the 
likelihood of congressional ap- 
proval, and then go ahead with 
“ascertaining the need of Euro- 
pean countries for economic aid.“ 

The dispatch said Marshall's 
speech could not be considered 
“an official statement of the gov- 
ernment” and that there had been 
no official statement since the 
speech either, 

Tass, in an earlier dispatch 
from Paris, commenting on re- 
marks of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury John W. Snyder, gave Rus- 
sians the impression the United 
States might be trying to back 
out of the Marshall offer, now 
that Russia has agreed to talks. 
Tass was referring to Snyder's

Senate Approves It, 50 to 
35—Puts House Speak- 
er in Line After Vice 
President. . 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
A new presidential succession bill 
appears certain of congressional 
enactment. 

Passed yesterday by the Senate, 
50 to 35, the measure would put 
the Speaker of the House next in 
line for the presidency after the 


Vice President. 

Under present law the Secretary 
of State is next in line. 

House approval of the bill, 
which has been recommended by 
President Truman, is considered 
certain. : 

Before passing the bill, the Sen- 
ate rejected these amendments: 

To put the President of the 
Senate ahead of the Speaker. 

To send the bill back to the 
Rules Committee for further 
study, by Senator Green. 

To make the change in 1949 
instead of immediately, by Sen- 
ator McLellan. 

To have the electoral college 
choose a new President and 
Vice President. 

To designate the top military 
officer as President if all pre- 
vious officials in the line of suc- 
cession should be killed in an 
atomic attack. 

Three Democrats, Senator 
Chavez of New Mexico, Edwin C. 
Johnson of Colorado and O' Daniel 
of Texas, joined 47 Republicans in 
voting for the bill. It was op- 
posed by 35 Democrats. 

Senators Donnell (Rep.) and 
Kem (Rep.), both of Missouri, and 
Senator Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, 
voted for the measure. Senator 
Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, voted 
against it.

„What's the matter, general? 
Where is there such combat activi- 
ty in this unpopulated region?” 

Eisenhower was quoted as reply- 
ing, “What do you mean? Can’t 
you see the forces of the enemy 
concentrated here? This is exactly 
the spot where the. threat to 
American freedom comes,” 

The artist was Boris Efimov, 
Soviet political cartoonist, noted 


for his sketches of Hitler, Seesen 
and Goebbels during the war.

GETS 1 TO 5 YEARS 


Dr. John Lewis Sentenced 
-to Hard Labor in 
State Prison. 


MILWAUKEE, June 28 (AP)— 
Dr. John Lewis, 73-year-old clergy- 
man, was sentenced today to a 
term of one to five years at hard 
labor in the state prison as a re- 
sult of his conviction yesterday 
on a charge of arson. 

The court granted a stay of 
execution to Sept. 15 to permit 
the preparation of an appeal and 
set bond at $5000 

In passing sentence, Municipal 
Judge Herbert J. Steffes said, I 
regret the necessity of having to 
remove temporarily from that im- 
portant work in God's vineyard 
one of His own workers,” 

A jury yesterday found that the 
Rev. Dr. Lewis had set fire to 
fashionable Calvary Presbyterian 
church, a 77-year-old red brick 
edifice, on Jan. 24, resulting in a 
$150,000 blaze. Dr. Lewis had 
served the congregation for 12 
years, 

Before passing sentence Judge 
Steffes denied defense motions to 
set aside the verdict and order a 
new trial. 

“This court cannot and will not 
disturb the verdict of the jury,” 
said Judge Steffes. “The defend- 
ant had the right to a trial by 
jury and that right was exercised 
by the defendant.” 

The state has made known that 
it would make no recommenda- 
tion for leniency. 


EISENHOWER TO STAY IN ARMY 
WHEN UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 


To Remain Subject to Call “Ar 
Long as I Am Above 
Ground.“ 
WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D., Eisenhewer said 
yesterday he would “remain in the 
Army” and work for national se- 
curity even after he took over the 
presidency of Columbia Univer- 
sity. He told reporters that, by 
agreement with President Tru- 
man and the university trustees, 
he will remain subject to recall to 
the capital for consultations at 

any time. 

As a five-star general, Eisen- 
hower goes on an inactive duty 
status when he leaves his post as 
chief of staff sometime after the 
end of the year. He will remain 
available for military service and 
he told a press conference that “as 
long as I am above ground I am 
never going to leave the Army.” 

As university president, Gen. 
Eisenhower said he will have no 
greater interest in personal poli- 
tics than as chief of staff and dis- 
claimed any political ambitions 
whatever.

Senator Murray Urges

ture.” 

“I am advised,” Murray went 
on, “that if immediate and extra- 
ordinary action is taken, it may 
yet be possible to use this year’s 
growing season to produce the 
corn crop needed to prevent dire 
national and international conse- 
quences.” | 

Agricultural Disaster. 

The present floods constitute 
“the greatest national disaster ex- 
perienced in our agricultural 
states in a quarter of a century,” 
he continued. “The immediate

The crest of the Missouri river, 
now between Jefferson City and 
St. Charles, is not expected to meet 
the Mississippi flood at its peak, 
Wahlgren said. The Missouri rose 
only four-tenths of a foot to the 
34.2 foot stage at St. Charles to- 
day.

Traitor and Defense 
Counsel Terms Him 
Ardent Patriot.

The four-week trial before Judge 
J. W. Ford drew to 


a close yesterday at an all-day 
session devoted to final argu- 
ments by lawyers for both sides. 
Chandler heard himself called a 
“black traitor” and an “ardent 
patriot” by opposing counsel. 

The 58-year-old Chandler flushed 
as the labels “traitor” and “Judas” 
were hr on him in the ~ i 
of his daughter, by Oscar R. Ew- 
ing, special assistant attorney gen- 
eral. Ewing brushed off the de- 
fense contention that Chandler 
was insane and concluded a three- 
hour summation with: 

“Judas betrayed our Sevior for 
30 pieces of silver; Chandler did 
it for 30,000 reichsmarks.” 

Two Defense Points. 

Both court-assigned defense at- 
torneys, Claude B. Cross and Ed- 
ward B. Parks, talked on behalf 
of acquittal. The defense took 
two tacks: Parks contended that 
the Government failed to prove 
treason beyond a Peasonable doubt 
and that Chandler never intended 
to betray his country. Cross main- 
tained only that Chandler was 
insane and not responsible for 
any of his acts during the war. 

“Chandler had a right to speak 
his mind,” Parks said. Mere ex- 
pressions of opinion, no matter 
how odious, are not acts of trea- 
son. The question is—did he give 
ald and comfort to the enemy?” 

Citing the records of Chandler's 
broadcasts which had been played 
in court, Parks said: “These 
words which Chandler spoke, if 
they are evidence of intention to 
betray are evidence if I said them, 
you said them, or anyone said 
them, and whether said in Ger- 
many, Austria or in the United 
States. 

“If we can say words spoken 
in 1942 are evidence to betray 
then this law of treason has been 
enormously extended,” he de- 
clared, 

“Chandler thought he wag a 
ong defending his country. If 

r. Chandler in hig heart intend- 
ed treason—if he was low enough 
to do that—wouldn’t he have been 
low enough to protect himself by 
becoming a German citizen? He 
didn’t do that because his heart 
and loyalty remained in this 
country,” Parks concluded. 

Chandler’s “Rights.” 

Ewing said “Chandler had a 
perfect right to speak against our 
entering the war; he had a right 
to speak against Jews—but he 
had no right to join up with the 
enemy. He had no right to try 
to defeat his country while she 
was in a death struggle.“ 

Chandler did not change his 
nationality because “he was much 
more effective speaking as an 
American than as a naturalized 
German, his acts were treason, 
damnable treason from beginning 
to end.” 


Touching the question of Chan- 
dler's alleged insanity, Ewing 
said: “I don't think this govern- 
ment wants to punish an insane 
man, but I think we don't want 
to see a traitor get off by a false 
claim of insanity. 

“Whatever you think of the Ger- 
mans,” he said, “I don’t think 
they were stupid enough to pay 
an insane man 2500 reichsmarks 
($750) a month for nothing.” 

Betrayed Friend to Gestapo. 

“This man,” Ewing concluded, 
“signed three contracts to broad- 
cast for the Germans right after 
Pearl Harbor. This man betrayed 
his best friend to the Gestapo. 
This man said he wanted Ger- 
many to win the war. This man 
prepared a document to be broad- 
cast to American soldiers for the 
purpose of, according to a witness, 
‘arousing doubt of their ability to 
win the war’; ‘arousing a fear as 
to their future.’

Meanwhile, the reinstatement of 
Sutan Sjahrir, ousted Indonesian 
Premier, appeared probable fol- 
lowing a sudden switch by Sajap 
Kiri, powerful leftwing popular 
front, whose condemnation of 
Sjahrir’s concessions to the Dutch 
forced his resignation yesterday. 

Reversing its stand Sajap Kiri 
announced at Jogjakarta last 
night that it would back Sjahrir's 
compromises and seek to reinstate 
him. 

The Leftist coalition also was 
reported to have supported Presi- 
dent Soekarno in hia formal reply 
to Dutch demands for acceptance 
of their May 27 terms specifying 
that a Netherlands representative 
have the final say in an interim 
Indonesian government to rule 
pending attainment of independ- 
ence in 1949. This was the con- 
ceasion for which Sjahrir was 
ousted. 

Dutch Deny Military Plan. 

An Indonesian Repubjican Army 
spokesman reported evidence that

“The Linggadjati agreement 
specifies an interim period from 
now until Jan. 1, 1949, during 
which The Netherlands is to re- 
tain sovereignty and ultimate au- 
thority in Indonesia. 

“The United States Government 
therefore urges the Indonesian 
Republic to co-operate without de- 
lay in the immediate formation of 
an interim federal government.

SENATE VOTES TO EXTEND 
CONTROL OF OIL EXPORTS 


Shipments 


15-Day Stopgap Measure Approved—Brew- 
ster Demands ‘Full Inquiry’ Into 


to Russia. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
today called for a “full inquiry” 
into why the Navy must import 


millions of barrels of oil from 
Arabia while Russian tankers are 
carrying United States petroleum 
away from West Coast ports. 

His demand followed Senate pas- 
sage yesterday of a resolution au- 
thorizing continuance until July 
15 of the Government's control 
over exports and imports, includ- 
ing oil. The House is expected to 
take similar action Monday when 
present controls are due to expire. 
The Senate resolution is a stop- 
gap measure to continue the con- 
trols which are at the President's 
discretion pending further con- 
gressional action, 

In other action yesterday, Chair- 
man Weichel (Rep.), Ohio, of the 
House Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee, introduced a bill which would 
make curbs on oil exports manda- 
tory in time of shortage. He of- 
fered the legislation after a warn- 
ing from the Navy that United 
States oil reserves for the fleet 
are dangerously low. 

Brewster Plans Resolution. 

Brewster said he would follow 
up with a resolution to authorize 
an investigation of the whole oil 
shortage question by the Senate 
Commerce Committee. 

John L. Sullivan, Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy, wrote the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Committee 
that the Navy bas had to arrange 
to import 500,000 barrels of fuel 
oll a month for the next six 
months from the Persian Gulf 
area. He said this is necessary to 
bring East Coast stocks, by fall. 
to “a position compatible with the 
Navy's obligations for national se- 
curity.” Sullivan termed the price 
of $1.05 a barrel as “the current 


prevailing price for oil in that 
area.” 

Brewster, who is chairman of 
the committee, issued a statement 
last night saying: 

“On April 16, 1941, the American 
Arabian Oil Co, offered the Navy 
3,400,000 barrels at 40 cents a bar- 
rel. The Navy said it didn’t take 
it then because it was not ready 
and that the oil had an excessive 
sulphur content. The Navy has 
said it was wrong on the sulphur. 
This ig the same oil.” 


Brewster added that the Ameri- 
ean Arabian Oil Co. “has paid 
back a $39,883,000 loan made it 
by the Standard Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia and the Texas Co., and in 
addition has paid these companies 
as stockholders $22,000,000 in divi- 
dends, $11,000,000 each. 

“This is approximately’ the 
profit on the difference between 
40 cents and $1.05 a barrel be- 
tween 1941 and 1946.” 

Tanker Law Signed. 

President Truman signed into 
law today a measure authorizing 
the Maritime Commission to op- 
erate or charter Government- 
owned ships, of which about 258 
are tankers, until next March 1. 
Without the legislation, operation 
of Government-owned ships in the 
merchant marine would have end- 
ed June 30. 

Congress extended the Maritime 
Commission's authority on the 
ground that the ships are needed 
for transport of oll, coal, grain 
and other supplies. The exten- 
sion had been supported by oil 
interests as necessary to protect 
the’flow of oil domestically in in- 
tercoastal shipments and the ex- 
change of oi] with foreign nations.

CRIPPLED CHILDREN 
TALK OR SWALLOW

Teacher Tells of Its Value in 
Cerebral Palsy Affecting 
Face and Neck. 


CHICAGO, June 28 (UP)—Bub- 
ble gum is fun. It's also doing 
an amazing job of rehabilitation 
for crippled children. 

Its unusual role was described 
today by Miss Jayne Shover, head 
of the cerebral palsy division of 
the National Society of Crippled 
Children and Adults, She ex- 
plained that cerebral palsy is a 
condition resulting from an in- 
jury to the brain. It results in 
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inability to control certain 
muscles. 

The bubble gum is used in cases 
where the inactive muscles hap- 
pen to be in the region of the 
face and neck. 

Some of the afflicted children 
can't talk or swallow. 

The teacher introduces the kids 
to pumping up a bubble from a 
wad of goo, and the youngsters 
catch on quickly. The process 
works like this: Saliva comes nat- 
urally in the normal act of chew- 
ing. The youngster finds him- 
self with a mouthful and learns 
to swallow. 

After that simple performance 
is mastered, the interesting mat- 
ter of blowing bubbles comes. The 
child learns to puff out his cheeks 
and blow. The result is that the 
cheek and throat muscles are ex- 
ercised and strengthened. 

There are cases on record, Miss 
Shover said, where a child so af- 
fected has learned “to swallow, 
move the lips and even speak, It 
has been used on adults with the 
same malady,

U.S. Steel and Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal 
Heads Reported to 
Have Talked to Mine 
Union Leader. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Reports that the United States 
Steel Corp. and the Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal Co, have rec- 
ommended granting John L 
Lewis's basic wage demands in 
full spread among coal industry 
and miners’ union leaders today. 

The reporter proposal is $13.05 
for an eight-hour day, including 
portal-to-portal time,. instead of 
the present $11.85 for nine hours 
for the AFL United Mine Work- 


ers. 

Both industry and union spokes- 
men evaded direct comment on 
the reports. 

Talked With Lewis. 

Persons close to the soft-coal 
industry negotiators said Benja- 
min F. Fairless, president of the 
United States Steel, and George 
M. Humphrey, chairman of Pitts- 
burgh Consolidation, conferred 
privately with Lewis yesterday. 

Following that meeting, these 
persons told a reporter, Fairless 
and Humphrey informed other 
coal industry spokesmen that they 
are convinced such an offer must 
be made. 

The soft-coal operators’ repre- 
sentatives will return here Mon- 
day to receive possession of their 
seized mines from the Govern- 
‘ment and await new negotiations 
with Lewis to avert a complete 
shutdown July 8, when the min- 
ers’ current 10-day vacation ends. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach is preparing, his 
aids said, to try to bring Lewis 
and the operators together for 
negotiations Tuesday — the day 
after federal control of the mines 
is ended. 

The reported Fairless-Humphrey 
Proposal would meet Lewis's 
basic wage and hour demands in 
full, under a two-year contract. 

Other Issues, 

A UMW spokesman, who said 
he could “make no comment” on 
the wage offer, pointed out, how- 
ever, that “wages and hours 
don't settle this thing—there are 
many other issues including some 
questions raised by the new Taft 
Hartley labor act.” 

Lewis's demands include a 10- 
cent welfare fund levy on each 
ton of coal mined, instead of the 
present 5 cents; six paid holidays, 
and additional overtime. 

“Captive” Mines a Factor. 

United States Steel is the big- 
gest owner of “captive” mines 
that is, mines operated to feed 
coal directly into the plants of the 
parent corporation. Its decisions 
usually influence other captive op- 
erators. Pittsburgh Consolidation 
Coal Co. is the world's greatest 
commercial coal company. 

Secretary of the Interior Krug 
estimated that after tomorrow 
there would be only 48,000,000 tons 
of coal in storage above ground, 
or a 32-day supply. 

As the last miners filed out of 
the pits early today for a 10-day 
vacation, Krug prepared to give 
the mines back to the owners

The vacation was provided for 
in the Government contract 
signed by. Lewis and Krug to end 
the strike 13 months ago. That 
contract runs out along with fed- 
eral operation of the properties.

Progressives to Return to Pits 
duly 7 After Vacation, 

The members of the indepen- 
dent Progressive Mine Workers of 
America will return to the coal 
pits in southern Illinois on Mon- 
day, July 7, after a 10-day vaca- 
tion period, President John Mc- 
Cann said today. The union has 
about 12,000 miners. 

But Hugh White, Illinois district 
president of the AFL United Mine 
Workers, which claims about 23,-

Coal mining in the southern III 
nois fields came to a virtual 
standstill earlier this week as 
members of both the UMW and 
PMW left the pits in protest 
against passage of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law over the President’s veto.

Contract Extended. 

The Progressives, who mine 
about a fifth of the state’s coal, 
extended their contract with the 
Coal Producers’ Association of II- 
linois yesterday for 30 days.

Independent Life Restores Domestic Accord, 
but Rain Loosens Stakes and 
Drenches Belongings. 


Life in a tent has its problems, 
particularly for a man with a wife 
and five children, Curtis Lauck, 
St. Louis war veteran, has discov- 
ered, but he believes the difficul- 
ties worth enduring if it keeps 
peace in the family. 

Two weeks ago, when disagree- 
ments arose while Lauck and his 
family were living with his wife's 
mother in north St. Louis, he de- 
cided to move. Unable to rent 
living quarters anywhere, he bor- 
rowed two tents from the Fer- 
guson American Legion post and 
pitched them in a sparsely-settled 
wooded area, about a mile east 
of Berkeley City and two miles 
south of Florissant. 

“These rains every day have 
made living outdoors unpleasant 
at times,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch,” but we enjoy living as 
a family again and being inde- 
pendent. . 
Clothing Drenched. 

“Yesterday morning the rains 
almost washed us away and 
drenched practically every piece of 
clothing we have. The rain loos- 
ened the tent stakes, and we 
woke up and found half of the 
tent lying across our bed.” 
Although the children miss side- 
walks for their roller skates, they 
like to explore the woods, to 
watch low-flying airplanes circle 
for landings at nearby Lambert- 


St. Louis Field, and to run bare- 
foot through the fields. The 
children are Curtis Jr., 7 years 
old; Bonnie, 6; Sally, 4; Melvin, 3, 
and Marcella, 16 months. 

In one tent, the Laucks have 
two large beds, a nursery bed, a 
wardrobe chest and a bureau. In 
the other tent they have set up 
a kitchen, containing a breakfast 
set, utility cabinet, and wood and 
kerosene stoves. They use kero- 
sene lanterns for lighting, and 
carry water from a neighbor's 
well. 


Collecting Rainwater. 


Mrs. Lauck has ample laundry 
facilities. Rainwater is collect- 
ed from a depression in the tent 
roof and a grove of trees offers 
support for all the clothesline 
she wishes to string. 

Lauck, 27, is not employed at 
a steady job, but works at odd 
jobs in construction work. He 
said he selected the camp site be- 
cause he had hunted and camped 
in the area when he was a child. 

Lauck said they would live in 
the tent until he found a house 
to rent. “The kids think it’s a 
vacation and they’ll soon be going 
home, but I’m afraid they'll tire 
of it before long. We'll have to 
find some place soon—I can’t af- 
ford to feed the big appetites this 
fresh air has given them.”

Union Official Gives Data 
on Retirement Plan— 


Employes Also Get 7c 
Hourly Boost. 


DETROIT, June 28 (AP)—Rich- 
ard T. Leonard of the CIO United 
Auto Workers estimated today 
that the precedent-setting pension 
plan of the Ford Motor Co. would 
enable a $200-a-month production 
worker to retire at half pay after 
30 years. 

Leonard, UAW vice president 
and director of its Ford depart- 
ment, revealed major details of 
the pension plan, the first of its 
kind in a major automotive pro- 
ducing plant. 

The tentative pension agreement, 
announced yesterday, supplements 
a 7-cent hourly wage boost grant- 
ed 110,000 Ford production work- 
ers. 

Eligibility Discussed. 

Leonard estimated that 95 per 
cent of these employes are eligi- 
ble to participate in the pension 
plan from its outset. The remain- 
der would become eligible after 
an unspecified number of months 
with the firm. 

He said retirement age had not 
been agreed on but probably 
would be set between 55 and 65. 

“A Ford worker earning $200 a 
month would contribute about 
$1800 in 30 years and would re- 
ceive $100 a month at retirement,” 
Leonard asserted. “If the same 
worker were to purchase an in- 
dividual annuity to pay him $55 a 
month for life, it would cost him 
about $9000.” 

The average Ford worker, with 
the 7-cent increase, would make 
about $1.46% an hour, or about 
$234 per month on the basis of 
a full 40-hour week. 

Federal social security was tak- 
en into account by Leonard in 
figuring the eventual pension pay- 
ments. 


No Company Comment. 
The company did not comment 


Leonard says it provides the 
following: 


1, On retirement, each Ford 
worker will receive 1 per cent 
of his pay times the number of 
years of service, in addition to 
federal social security. The same 
credit will be given for past as 
well as future service, building 
up a pension fund for workers 
already employed for many years, 

2. In the event of death, all 
employe contributions, plus in- 
terest, will be payable to the 
employe’s beneficiary. ' 


3. Each worker will have “full 
vested rights in his contribution 
and partial vested rights in that 
of the company.” 


The plan, retroactive to last 
Jan. 1, would become effective 
with the signing of the proposed 
agreement, which must be ratified 
by Ford’s UAW-CIO employes. 
The union estimated that the 
pension plan would cost Ford 
200,000,000 the first year and 
515,000,000 annually thereafter.

Yester- 
day morning the knee was stiff, 
and painful and Morris consult- 
ed a physician, who sent him to 
the hospital. An X-ray examina- 
tion revealed the bullet, described 
as about .32-caliber, lodged be- 
tween two bones in the knee. An 
operation will be performed to, re- 
move the bullet. 

Morris and two other specta- 
tors told police they heard a 
sharp repprt, but believed it was 
an exploding firecracker.

They Fight for Democracy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There are few sagas of courage as - 
mirable as that of the German anti- 
Fascists who constantly opposed Hitler, 
suffered in his prisons and concentra- 
tion camps, escaped, found their way 
te Spain and fought for the freedom of 
Republican Spain and of all men. 

Yet great as is their past, their pres- 
ent fight for a democratic Germany is 
even more impressive. Their story 
shines through the letters of thanks 
they have written to the Veterans of 
the Abraham Lincoln Brigade for the 
pitifully smal) amount of help that or- 
ganization has been able to send them. 

Here are extracts from these letters: 

“Dear friends, in our present distress, 
your gift helps us greatly... . We here 
in Germany have much to do. Our task 
10 root out Fascism in our homeland 
has not yet been fulfilled. It is true 
that Hitler was conquered by the 
weapons of the Allies, but National So- 
cialism has not yet been completely 
liquidated. Every day we see new in- 
dications of the restrengthening of the 
old Nazi forces 

“We will fulfill our obligations to you 
when we see to it that the evil of Naz- 
ism disappears in Germany... .” 

“From 1983 to 1935 I belonged to the 
filegal movement against Nazism in 
Germany. At the end of 1935 I had to 
emigrate. From 1936 to 1939 I was in 
Spain... After the defeat in 1939, 
went to France with the rest of the 
international brigades. I was interned 
in Gurs and Argeles camps and was to 
be handed over to the German Gestapo 
in 1941. By fleeing I was able to es- 
cape being extradited. After several 
months of illegal residence in France 
I escaped to Switzerland. Here I was 
imprisoned again and then interned for 
15 months in a work camp for political 
internees. On Oct. 1, 1945, after 12% 
years of absence, I returned to my na- 
tive city again...” 

“We are hungry and cold, yet we do 
not permit all this to dampen our eours- 
age. We know that one day we will be 
victorious.” 

Another letter, this one written in 
broken English: 

“. I was rather long safe, till in 
August 1940 the Gestapo arrested me in 
Brussels (Belgium), After the usual 
treatment, I came to a concentration 
camp where they ill-treats me so that 1 
lost 15 teeth and broke the upper jaw, 
also my spine was hurt. But I escaped 
death and am sufficiently alive in or- 
der to help rebuild real democratic Ger- 
many. We, men of the interbrigades, 
fought for the democracy in Spain and 
now we are in the first line to fight for 
the democracy in Germany. It is very 
difficult for us, but we shall succeed. 
It is worth living for this aim.” 

There are many more such letters, all 
containing proof of astounding courage 
and indomitable faith.

Lesson of the Floods 


To the owners of a million acres of Missouri 
Valley land covered by flood waters, to the 
farmers and townsmen behind the broken four- 
fifths of the levees between St. Louis and Rulo, 
Neb., to the hundreds of families routed from 
their homes by the raging Missouri and Missis- 
sippi Rivers, one fact should be obvious: The 
Corps of Engineers of the United States Army, 
which has been in almost sole charge of the 
nation’s flood control, hasn't done enough. 

The less-than-enough which the Army Engi- 
neers have done to date is related not only to 
the past, it is also related to the future, They 


propose in the Pick-Sloan Plan to do more than 


in the past but still less than enough. 

At first the Army Engineers put their faith 
almost entirely in levees. It was not until the 
disastrous Mississippi River floods of 1927 that 
they began thinking in the terms of flood pre- 
vention by means of reservoirs—not waiting to 
“control” the flood after it happened, but stop- 
ping it before it could start. Though that was 
20 years ago, the Army Engineers still can point 
to no system of their own fully utilizing the 
reservoir idea. The only such system in the 
United States is the TVA’s, in the Tennessee 
Valley. : 

At last the Corps of Engineers is proposing a 
system of reservoirs on the Missouri River, but 
it is still years behind the advances of tech- 
nology in the scope of its thinking. Fourteen 
years after TVA applied the reservoir method 
to the Tennessee, the Army proposes applying 
it to the Missouri. But just as it was behind the 
times in relying so much on levees in 1927, it 
is still behind the times in only adding reservoirs 
in 1947. 

Meanwhile engineers of many kinds have. been 
learning more about flood control. They have 
learned the importance of beginning flood pre- 
vention the moment a drop of potential flood 
water falls on the land. They thus can tackle 
the job with all the weapons in engineering’s 
arsenal. 

The Army Engineers still give only lip service 
to the idea of flood prevention on the land, 
though it is in practice in the TVA. They are 
behind in this respect of flood control just as 
they were behind in the use of resérvoirs in 
1927. And even if they believed in it whole- 
heartedly, their work is limited by what Con- 
gress permits them to do, and they are not 
authorized by Congress to pursue flood preven- 
tion onto the land. 

The Corps of Engineers is not big enough, 
either in the scope of its authorization from Con- 
gress or in the field of its vision, to do what the 
Missouri Valley needs to have done for the pre- 
vention of such disastrous floods as wrack it 
now.and nearly every year. 

The only agency, public or private, federal or 
state, in the United States or anywhere else, 
that has shot the works for flood prevention is 
the TVA. The only kind of agency that can do 
the same thing for the Missouri Valley is MVA. 
When are the people of the valley going to get 
it and be relieved of the Army Engineers’ less- 
than-enough?

DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 10.—Prices are 
low and the harvest plentiful, so many Iowa 
farmers are considering the use of corn for 
fuel. Farmers are offered 13 or 14 
cents a bushel for corn, the lowest price 
in years.

No law is any better than its administration, 
and a complex, controversial law like the new 
labor act is foredoomed to failure without expert 
and fair direction. The reconstituted Labor 
Board will have two new members, but as impor- 
tant a8 these is the man to be chosen as gen- 
eral counsel. 

In separating the prosecuting and judicial 
functions of the board, Congress has given the 
general counsel powers which make him a key 
figure. Of the general counsel's powers, the law 
says: 

He shall have final authority on dehalf of 
the board in respect of the investigation of 
charges and issuance of complaints under 


Section 10, and in respect of the prosecution 
of such complaints before the board... 


This is interpreted to mean that the general 
counsel shall be final authority on what cases 
shall be prosecuted and what dropped. The 
law is at several points clumsy and contradic- 
tory; the general counsel will have to decide 
whether certain frictions shall be permitted to 
work themselves out or whether they shall be 
taken up and settled to 3 precedents. 

The general counsel also supervises all lawyers 
employed by the board except trial examiners 
and legal assistants to the board members. Like 
a prosecuting attorney, he is not a judge, but 
has great discretion in determining what cases 
come up in court, 

Much will depend.on whether the man who 
wields this power enjoys the confidence of both 
the White House and the Republican majority 
in Congress. President Truman ‘and the Repub- 
lican leaders should get together on a man who 
has the qualifications to satisfy them and, as 
nearly as possible, labor and management as 
Well. 

The new law may stand or fall according to 
the ability, impartialjty and discretion of the 
new general counsel. 
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This Has Been Decided 


Ester Saverson, member of the St. Clair 
County Board of Supervisors, who happens to 
be a Negro, has filed suit to require the County 
Board of Jury Commissioners to include mem- 
bers of his race in the general jury list. His 
petition says that no Negroes have been in- 
cluded for at least two years and that this is a 
violation of their rights. 

If Mr. Saverson’s papers are in proper form, 
it should not take Circuit Judge Maxwell long 
to pass on this issue when it comes before him. 
In 1940, the United States Supreme Court, in 
the case of Smith vs. Texas, set aside a crim- 
inal conviction because Negroes had been 
systematically excluded from the grand jury 
lists of Harris County, Tex, Justice Black 


found this a denial of equal protection of the 
law and every one of his brother Justices 
agreed, 

Two years later this was reaffirmed in an- 
other unanimous decision written by Chief 
Justice Stone in the almost identical case of 
Hill vs. Texas arising in Dallas County, Tex. On 
that occasion the Chief Justice cited as prece- 
dent the general jury list case of Neal vs. Dela- 
ware, decided by the Supreme Court more than 
60 years ago.” That ought to be record enough 
for the petitioner in Illinois—and for the court 
to which he appeals. 
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Still a Man to Watch 


Alfred Loritz, the Bavarian demagogue, has 
been kicked out of the Bavarian cabinet by Min- 
ister-President Ehard because of “the constant 
attacks which had been made on Loritz in recent 
months.” Ehard’s action follows a vote of party 
leaders to oust Loritz from the post of chairman 
of the Economic Reconstruction party. We said 
the other day that Loritz is a man to watch. 
It is evident that his own party and the Bavarian 
Government are watching him. Despite the 
two rebukes he has just received, however, he is 
still a man to watch. 

Loritz boasted that, despite the attempt to re- 
move him from the chairmanship of the ER 
party, 95 per cent of the party’s rank and file 
would support him. That statement is not to be 
discounted. Moreover, there is reason to believe 
that Ehard’s action will increase rather than 
diminish Loritz's popularity among his beer-hall 
followers. A recent dispatch to the New York 
Sun from Munich said: 

Some call him the new Hitler, but he de- 
nies that most emphatically. Still he packs 
them in the aisles of the beer halls, and 
when you hear his ranting, raucous voice 
through the loud speakers you get a certain 
vibrating surge as though Adolf Hitler had 
come to life again. . Today he's the most 
discussed man in Bavaria. It doesn't 
mean anything, but—Hitler came to power 
when he was 44 years old. Loritz founded 
his party and came to fame when he was 43. 


Hitler's birthday was April 20. Loritz's is 
April 24. Like Hitler, Loritz neither smokes 


nor drinks. 

Loritz should never have been in the Bavarian 
Cabinet. He commanded only 13 votes. But 
under the system of proportional representation, 
which has the effect of encouraging the multi- 
party rather than the two-party system, it is 
necessary for larger parties to take in minorities 
to get effective control. Loritz made the most 


of his job as Minister of Denazification by get- 


ting tough with big-name Nazis but going easy 
on the rank and file. That's one reason he has 
picked up a large and growing following.

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A Salute to Radio 


As a postscript to the late unpleasantness, 
may we lift a glass and make a bow to the way 
radio kept the public informed of every turn in 
the streetcar strike? ‘The public’s deep interest 
was thoroughly recognized by radio, which 
freely interrupted programs to inform the city 
as to all developments, 

Moreover, radio was used as a device to bring 
the men back to work at the earliest possible 
moment, to avoid the delay that might have been 
caused by other means of communication. For 
example, KSD stayed on all Friday night and at 
2:07 a.m. began a series of announcements call- 
ing the men back to work. They were listening 
and they responded, Otherwise resumption of 
city transportation might have been delayed for 
several more hours. To use an honored Navy 
phrase: “Well done.” 


Another Railroad Speed Wreck 


Excessive speed has killed passengers in still 
another railroad wreck, according to reports on 
the cause of the derailment of the New York 
Central’s “St. Louis Special” at Shiloh, Ohio, the 
other night. 

Because of track repairs, the engineers of the 
two-locomotive train had been instructed to pro- 
ceed with caution, which meant a speed of not 
more than 20 miles an hour, a railroad official 
said. How fast the train was traveling is not 
precisely known, for both engineers were killed, 
but witnesses on and off the train said its speed 
was about 50 miles an hour. Six persons were 
killed, 

This is the second railroad wreck this year 
attributed to fast and reckless driving. The 
wreck of the Pennsylvania Railroad’s “Red Ar- 
row” Feb. 18 near Altoona, Pa., was due, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission found, to a 
speed of more than 65 miles an hour round a 
downgrade curve where the speed limit was 35 
miles an hour. Twenty-four persons were killed. 

There were three such wrecks in 1944: A 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy train at Shel- 
bina, Mo., going 50 miles an hour when it should 
have been going 10; one person killed. An 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe train near Maine, 
Ariz., traveling at high speed: four killed. The 
Southern Pacific “Challenger” near Colfax, 
Calif., speeding at 55 miles an hour round a 
curve where the limit was 38. 

Wrecks caused by violation of the speed limits 
are not excusable. If they were automobile 
wrecks, the driver would be arrested and prose- 
cuted. There is no reason why the same jus- 
tice should not be applied to railroad wrecks. 
A few jail sentences for manslaughter, which 
is what it amounts to, would do more for safety 
on the railroads than all the words the ICC 
could utter between now and the millennium. 
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Pre-1948 Test in Baltimore 


One of these days Maryland’s Third District 
will get around to the special business of elect- 
ing a Congressman to succeed Thomas D’Ales- 
andro, now the new Mayor of Baltimore. It will 
be an election worth watching. This district has 
tried both Republicans and Democrats since the 
turn of the century. Throughout the New Deal 
ascendancy, it has sent Democrats to Washing- 
ton, but even so Baltimore and Maryland have 
been fighting ground. Last November, the Free 
State produced one of the closest of Senate 
races. The most recent congressional test to 
attract national attention was that which Henry 
Wallace muddied up in Seattle. If Henry will 
kindly permit the two-party system to function 
in Baltimore, perhaps we all can get a better 
sight on the political sweepstakes coming next 
year.

Congress and the Veterans 


Two pending bills would let ex- Gls cash terminal leave bonds now 
and bar benefits to those sympathetic with Communism, editorial 
notes; says both measures should be killed; one is inflationary, while 
the other “could lead to witch-hunt throughout ranks of veterans.”

Among the many bills pertaining to vet- 
erans’ legislation now pending in Congress, 
two should be viewed with considerable 
suspicion. 


One of these is the proposal to permit 
former service men to cash their terminal- 
leave bonds immediately. The other is the 
wacky idea, given the overwhelming ap- 
proval of the House Veterans’ Committee, 
that American veterans who “sympathize 
with” the aims of the Communist party 
should be denied all veterans’ benefits, in- 
cluding disability compensation and hos- 
pitalization. 


The first of these bills will be approved 
by Congress before the July adjournment, 
according to Joseph W. Martin Jr, of Mas- 
sachusetts, Republican Speaker of the 
House, He is pushing the bill because it 
will entail a charge of about $1,765,000,000 
against the surplus of the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. It would therefore 
reduce the national debt by that figure, 
and this is a good argument in the bills 
favor. But the prime purpose of the bill 
is clearly to curry favor among the vet- 
erans. 


A Flash Flood of Cash 


What Speaker Martin apparently is dis- 
counting is the inflationary effect that the 
sudden distribution of more than a billion 
dollars in cash would have on our national 
economy. The only reason that veterans 
were paid off in five-year bonds last year, 
instead of in cash, was to prevent a flash 
flood of spending money during a period 
when the country was trying to bring 
prices down. 


We have no means of knowing how 
many veterans would cash their bonds im- 
mediately. But a flash flood is still un- 
desirable. Besides, it stands to reason that 
most veterans will probably have more 
need for some additional ready cash four 
years from now, when the first of the ter- 
minal-leave bonds reach maturity, than 
they do during the present period of full 
employment, ‘ 


The terminal-leave bonds can be used as 


cash at the present time only as payments 


on GI insurance. Instead of converting 
the bonds into cash, Congress would do 
well to consider other non-inflationary 
uses to which the bonds could be put, in 
addition to insurance premium payments. 


Countless veterans have borrowed money 
to go into business or buy houses. It may 
be that a workable plan can be devised 
whereby the terminal-leave bonds can be 
applied to mortgages and business loans, 
thus giving financial aid to those veterans 
who definitely need it. 


Penalties on Honesty 


The anti-Communist proposal of the 
House Veterans’ Committee could de 
passed over lightly, if it were not for the 
vast influence which the committee exerts 
on Congress. The bill was introduced by 
Republican Representative Crow of Penn- 
sylvania. It was approved by the commit- 
tee without any hearings and without re- 
course to the opinions of federal agencies 
concerned with veterans’ affairs. 


It would require any veteran applying for 
benefits to file an affidavit attesting that 
he is not a member of the Communist 
party, not in sympathy with the general 
aims of the party and does not owe alle- 
giance to Russia or to “any government 
subservient thereto.” 

There are several obvious things wrong 
with the bill, In the first place, it penal- 
izes honesty. Secondly, it denies to a small 
group of veterans the rights which have 
been established for all veterans, and there 
is nothing illegal in this country about 
joining the Communist party or being in 
sympathy with its aims. Thirdly, it denies 
compensation to men who were liable for 
military service, whether they were Com- 
munists at the time or not. 

Fourthly, it calls for severe fines and 
imprisonment for anyone who falsely 
swears that he is not in sympathy with 
the Communist party, and that could lead 
to a witch hunt throughout the ranks of 
15,000,000 veterans, 


A Real Hearing for MVA

Senator James E. Murray of Montana is 
urging the Senate to order “field” hearings 
throughout the Missouri basin on his latest 
bill for unified development of Middle 
Western states through the creation of a 
Missouri Valley Authority. 

Field hearings would make it possible for 
the Senate to get individual expressions 
from farmers, miners, ranchers, stock 
feeders, power users, business men, labor- 
ers and industrialists, the little fellows who 
are not organized but who make up the 
backbone of the Missouri economy. 

Such hearings would not only serve to 
help determine the real sentiment of the 
valley residents. They also would help 
determine what the conflict of interest be- 
tween the upper and lower basin sections 
is, how those differences may be recon- 
ciled, whether adequate pratection for wa- 
ter rights may be established. 

They would serve to show that the short- 
comings of the Pick-Sloan plan for the 


development of the basin are in the minds 
of the people most closely affected. They 
would tend to emphasize what the un- 
filled needs of the region are in the fields 
of soil conservation, recreation, health and 
research in connection with the use of raw 
materials. 

There is no doubt of the real desire of 
all parts of the Missouri basin to attain 
development comparable with that of the 
higher-income sections of the country. 
The question is purely one of the method 
to be used. Senate hearings should be 
valuable to dissolve that question. We be- 
lieve Senator Murray's request should be 
granted,

But if 
you can imagine Clifton Fadiman with « 
beard, the Van Dorens acting and talking 
like F.P.A. and John Kieran, and Gypey 
Rose Lee as having written “Forever Am- 
ber,” you will have a good idea of the cast 
of a popular movie short fictionally titled 
“The Five Star Chat.”

Nothing that is written or said 
from here on out will exert very 
much influence on the myth- 
making process. The haters, the 
bitter blasphemers, the scorners, 
will chip away at the base of the 
myth in vain. In vain will the 
idolaters offer their further in- 
cense.

TO WAR SUFFERERS 

Wife of Argentine President, 


in Rome, Urges Women’s 
Rights. 


ROME, June 28 (AP) — Pope 
Pius XII today awarded the 
Great Cross of the Order of Pius 
IX to President Juan D. Peron 
of Argentina. 

The badge of the order — second 
ranking in importance and dig- 
nity among pontifical decorations 
—was sent to the Argentine em- 
bassy for forwarding to Peron, 
whose wife, Eva, was received by 
the Pope yesterday. | 

Vatican sources said the award 
recognized Argentina’s contribu- 
tion to relieving war suffering. 

Senora Peron placed a wreath 
at the tomb of Italy’s unknown 
soldier today. 

(The United Press said Senora 
Peron told a woman's audience in 
Rome that her name had become 
a battlecry for women through- 
out the world. 

(Addressing the National As- 
sociation of Women Voters, she 
said: 

(“I have a name which has be- 
come the battlecry for women 
through the world—Evita. In this 
first speech which I make in this 
immortal city I want to say that 
women have the same duties as 
men and therefore ‘should have 
the same rights. 

(“In Argentina social justice is

he New Labor Law 
Reds May Be Union Members; | 


Aim Is to Bar Them as Leaders

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP). 
HE new labor law is designed to smoke out Communist leaders 
T in the labor movement. The law does not bar Communists from 

unions. But, in effect, it bars them from holding union office. 

If a union officer fails to swear in writing that he is not a 


Communist, his union loses its rights under the law. Those rights 
are numerous and one of them is the backbone of present union 
strength: under the law a boss has to bargain with a union of his 


employes. 

Losing that right, a union would 
suffer. Would it be ruined? That 
remains to be seen, Would such 
a union—dealing with an employ- 
er no longer compelled to bargain 
—strike to make him bargain? 
President Truman, when he ve- 
toed the labor bill, predicted this 
would happen. He said this sec- 
tion of the new law could increase 
the disruptive effect of Commu- 
nists in unions. 

There is another political sec- 
tion of the bill—one which curbs 
political spending and action by 
unions and corporations. 

The anti-Communist section is a

If a union does not go before 
the NLRB for any of its rights 
under the law—such as bargain- 
ing—the absence of a sworn state- 
ment means nothing. 

If a union officer falsifies his 
statement he does not hurt his 
union, or himself, until he is 
found out. 

The way in which he may be 
found out is through criminal pro- 
cedure—a federal prosecution for 
falsely swearing to the Govern- 
ment. The offense has a maximum 
penalty of $10,000, or 10 years in 
prison, or both. 

But until the case has made its 
way through the courts, the union 
retains its bargaining rights. 

The only majo: union headed by 
an avowed Communist is the CIO 
International Fur and Leather 
Workers Union. Ben Gold, New 
York, is its president, and his 
officership would prevent the 
union from seeking the help of 
NLRB in winning a certification 
or obtaining a union shop. 

A Department of Labor spokes- 
man says, however, the furriers’ 
union rarely has used the NLRB 
and, unless forced to change this 
policy, need not run afoul the law.

Budge Patty Upsets John B 


Doris Hart 
Triumphs in 
Women’s Play 


LONDON, June 28 (AP)—Budge 
Patty of Los Angeles scored the 
biggest upset of the Wimbledon 
tennis championships today by 


eliminating John Bromwich, sec- 
ond-seeded Australian veteran, 
6-4, 0-6, 6-4, 1-6, 6-4, before a crowd 
of 15,000 on the famed center 
court. ̃ 

The unheralded Californian 
landed in the quarterfinals, where 
he joined Jack Kramer of Los 
Angeles, the top-seeded favorite 
who reached the round of eight 
earlier with a 7-8, 6-2, 6-3 triumph 
over Torsten Johansson, Swedish 
Davis Cup star. 

Bromwich, who had been ex- 
pected to go to the singles final 
against Kramer, leaped over the 
net to congratulate Patty after 
their tiresome, five-set grind and 
then collapsed on the grass from 
fatigue. 

Patty himself was so exhausted 

near the end of the match that 
he wandered off the court and 
sat in the shade beneath the ref- 
eree's stand when the opportunity 
afforded. 
‘In breaking through Brom- 
wich’s service in the last game 
of the fifth set, Patty scored 
three placements to lead, 40-15. 
The crowd, including Prime Min- 
ister Clement Attlee, was tense 
as the Australian served the final 
ball. 

They volleyed briefly and then 
Patty delivered a difficult drop 
shot just inside the sideline. 
Bromwich got his racket on the 
ball but it hit the net a foot be- 
low the top. 

Kramer, generally regarded as 
the world’s No. 1 amateur, got a 
scare in the early part of his 
match with Johansson but rallied 
to beat the Swede without the 
loss of a set. 

Johannson, member of the 
Swedish Davis Cup team that last 
year won the European Zone 
finals, raced into the lead three 
games to none, and it was the 
eighth game of the first set before 
a contest went to deuce, Then 
Kramer discovered he could 
handle the stocky Swede by 
hitting to the baselines and from 
there-on in the American was in 
control. 

Good weather returned follow- 
ing yesterday's rains and storm, 
and the crowds returned to the 
stadium. When Kramer and

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TEST SUIT ON NAMING. 
OF COUNTY SURVEYOR 


Attorney General Taylor 
Seeks Ruling From 
Supreme Court. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 28—A 
proceeding to determine whether 
Gov. Donnelly or the St. Louis 
county court had authority to fill 
a vacancy in the office of St. 
Louis county highway engineer, 
caused by the death of Roy Jab- 
lonsky (Rep.), last June 13, was 
filed in the Missouri Supreme 
Court late yesterday by Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor. 


Involved in the suit is the ques- 
tion whether Fred H. Kiburz Jr., 
(Rep.), Kirkwood, appointed to 
the post last Monday by the coun- 
ty court, or Arno J. Pfeiler 
(Dem.), Overland, appointed last 
Wednesday by the Governor, holds 
legal title to the county highway 
engineer job. The salary of the 
engineer is $8000 a year. - 

A one-page” quo warranto peti- 
tion filed in the Supreme Court 
by Attorney General Taylor called 
for the ouster of Kiburz. Taylor 
charged Kiburz, “without any le- 
gal authority or right whatsoever,” 
had usurped and was attempting 
to exercise the office of highway 
engineer. The Supreme Court was 
asked to order his ouster. 

Question of Public Interest. 

The Attorney General said he 
filed the ouster proceeding on his 
own initiative, on the ground that 
a question affecting the public in- 
terest was involved. Taylor said 
a quo warranto proceeding was 
the proper one to test title to an 
office, and could be filed by the 
Attorney General when public in- 
terest was involved. 

Taylor said he had conferred 
with Pfeiler and had advised him 
to make demand on the county 
court to fix, his official bond us 
highway engineer, and to file his 
official oath qualifying for the 
office. 

Jablonsky held both the offices 
Surveyor, an elective 
post, and county highway engi- 
neer. 

Vetter’s Contrary Opinion. 

The county court, acting on an 
opinion by County Counselor 
Erwin F. Vetter, appointed Kiburz 
as highway engineer. 

Gov. Donnelly took the position 
that the law requires the appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy shall be 
made by the Governor. He said 
the law governing election of the 
county surveyor provides the sur- 
veyor shall serve ex-officio as 
county highway engineer. The 
Governor appointed Pfeiler as 
county surveyor and said that 
under the law Pfeiler automati- 
cally became county highway en- 
gineer. 

An act of the 1945-1946 Legisla- 
ture, combining the offices of sur- 


veyor and county highway engi- 


neer in Jackson and St. Louis 
counties, and providing for filling 
of the combined office by election 
every four years, is not yet oper- 
ative, Donnelly said, because the 
first election under the act will 
not be held until 1948. 


NUMBER OF STRIKES 
AND LOCKOUTS FELL 
OFF DURING MAY 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
—The number of strikes and 
lockouts declined during May to 
425, involving 200,000 workers, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report- 
ed yesterday. 

In April there were 460 con- 
troversies affecting 600,000 work- 
ers. These included the nation- 
wide telephone strike of more 
than 300,000 employes. 

Including the work stoppages 
continued into May from earlier 
months, there were 650 shutdowns 
making 625,000 workers idle dur- 
ing some part of the month. 

After the telephone strike was 
settled about the middle of May, 
the idleness fell off to 5,700,000 
man-days as against the 7,750, 
000° man-days reported in April. 

The United States Conciliation 
Service assisted in settling 289 
strikes and lockouts involving 
420,000 workers during May. In 
addition, the service also settled 
1207 controversies and threatened 
strikes involving 640,000 workers 
before actual stoppages occurred. 

The shutdowns during May rep- 
resented 8 per cent of the esti- 
mated working time in all indus- 
tries. In April the stoppages 
represented 1.1 per cent of avail- 
able working iime and in May 
1946 this idle percentage was 2.1.

Representative Jones Answers 
harges by Drew Pearson 
in Senate Group. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
Representative Robert F. Jones 
(Rep.), Ohio, President Truman's 
nominee to the Federal Communi- 


cations Commission, yesterday de- 
nied charges by Drew Pearson 
that he had “bigoted, anti-Cath- 
olic, anti-Jewish” affiliations. 

Pearson, newspaper columnist 
and radio commentator, testified 
yesterday Before a Senate Com- 
merce subcommittee considering 
Jones’s nomination that Jones 
was a member of the Black Leg- 
ion and that his father was an 
organizer for the Ku Klux Klan. 

Pearson also said that Jones's 
father took him to Klan meetings 
as a boy and “introduced him as 
the youngest member of the 
Klan.” Pearson further alleged 
that Representative Jones once 
sent greetings to Gerald L. K. 
Smith for publication in the 
“Cross and Flag,“ Smith’s maga- 
zine. 

Jones, who testified also, said 
that neither he nor his father 
ever belonged to the Klan; that 
his father fought the organization 
and was “labeled a Catholic sym- 
pathizer.” 

He said that he had never be- 
longed to the Black Legion, but 
on the contrary had fought it, 
and that he had sent no greet- 
ings to Smith. . 

Pearson said speeches made by 
Jones had been quoted in “sub- 
versive” publications. 

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
chairman of the subcommittee, 
remarked: “If you go on that 
basis you can convict anybody of 
anything.” 

The subcommittee met in Closed 
session yesterday, discussed the 
testimony, and arranged to meet 
again next Thursday for a pos- 
sible decision, 

Chairman Brewster explained 
that Senator Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, had to be away mean- 
while, and that the subcommittee 
also wanted to see an affidavit 
which Pearson had promised to 
deliver in support of his conten- 
tion that Jones was a member of 
the Black Legion. 

Jones was nominated to the 
FOC June 18, the same day Tru- 
man withdrew the reappointment 
of Ray C. Wakefield to the com- 
mission.

This will be the 
first time an American representa- 
tive has had any official contact 
with the three foreign ministers 
during the present conference. 

A spokesman for the British 
Foreign Office said the confer- 
ence news blackout would not be 
lifted unless a “leak” developed. 
Purpose of the blackout, he said, 
was to guard against public de- 
bate of controversial issues which 
would delay the conference. He 
said that a communique would be 
issued at the end of the confer- 
ence,

for flood refugees at Spanish Hall, 
7107 Michigan avenue, but no one 
applied for permission to spend 
the night there. The displaced 
families doubled up with friends 
or relatives while waiting for the 
water to recede. 
32,657 Refugees in 5 States. 

An estimated 32,657 persohs have 
been driven from their homes in 
Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Iowa by the floods near- 
ing their peak here, Red Cross 
officials estimated today. 

Thomas Douglass, Missour! 
State Agriculture Commissioner, 
estimated June floods have cost 
the state at least $50,000,000 in 
crop dAmage alone and said dam- 
age to homes, farm machinery, 
roads and bridges would amount 
to at least that much more. 

Estimates of losses are being 
revised upwards from $100,000,000 
every day, he said, as the Mis- 
souri river floods downstream 
from Omaha, Neb., 600 miles to 
its mouth. 

Four hundred workers labored 
through the night to keep the 
Mississippi river from topping the 
Chouteau Island levee, which ex- 
tends about four miles north of 
Chain of Rocks Bridge. 

A radio appeal broadcast by 
engineers urged all who could vol- 
unteer their services for the levee 
fight to do so and warned them 
to come prepared for hard work. 

About 40 families living between 
the levee and the river have been 
evacuated and Red Cross shelters 
prepared for them in the Blair 
School at Madison and the Dunbar 
School in Venice. Fifth Army of- 
ficers and troops are. co-operating 
with the engineers in directing 
the levee defense. 

Mayor Delmar E. Valine of Dupo 
said that about 250 men, civilians 
and soldiers, were working on the 
three-mile stretch of levee which 
protects that town. Eight carloads 
of sand, he said, were hauled into 
the Missouri Pacific yards during 
the night and eight trucks brought 
Army reinforcements from Chan- 
ute Field, Rantoul, III. A second 
dike is being constructed some 
distance behind the first on the 
chance of a breach. 


The situation at the Degognia 
levee district was described as 
“nip and tuck” by engineers. They 
said 100,000 sandbags had been 
sent to reinforce that dike today. 
South of Degognia, water had 
seeped into Grand Tower, II., and 
north of it the fight to save the 
Stringtown levee was abandoned 
yesterday when the water lapped 
over its top. 

The Second District Coast Guard 
ordered two cutters which have 
been operating in the Clarksville, 
Mo., area upstream to St. Louis 
and dispatched one each to Ches- 
ter and Cape Girardeau. A fifth 
cutter has been stationed at St. 
Charles. 

More than 100 Naval Reserves 
and 200 Coast Guard Reserves 
have been called up for active 
duty, and three amphibious 
planes, flown by pilots who were 
stationed here during the 1944 
flood, have been assigned to St. 
Louis for patrol work, 

Fight in St. Lonis County. 

In St. Louis county the flood 
fight centered around the Chester- 
field levee downstream from St. 
Charles and near the bridge span- 
ning the Missouri river at Gumbo. 

At Valley Park, the Meramec 
river, which has a flood stage of 
14 feet, rose to 15.3 this morning 
and a crest of 20 feet by Sunday 
was predicted. County Farm 
Agent Paul M. Bernard said 25,000 
acres of county farm land had 
been inundated by the Meramec, 
Missouri and Mississippi and 
placed the total amount of dam- 
age to crops at $3,000,000, double 
his earlier estimate. 

Five levees upstream and three 
downstream from St. Charles were 
reported breached or topped as 
the flood waters rolled across ap- 
proximately 55,000 acres. About 
2000 persons have been either iso- 
lated in their homes or forced to 
leave them in St. Charles county. 

The force of the Missouri river 
flood will be considerably slack- 
ened in this area, Wahlgren point- 
ed out, since all but a handful of

HILE he was on a business trip, Mr. N. had a transient 

affair with a woman who was staying in the same hotel. 

On his return home, he told his wife about it, with 
grovelling apologies and abundant detail. 

“I was half drunk,” he explains. “I don't know how I 
could have done you such a dastardly wrong. I am a beast.“ 

Mrs. N. doesn't know what to do, She telle him at once 
that she is through with him. He can go forever. 

“You can't do that to me,“ he cries, “My sin is great, but 
I didn't deceive you about it. I confessed the whole thing at 
once. My honesty ought to expiate my sin.” In short, she 
should not blame his infidelity so much as she praises his 
candor. 
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SHE IS BEWILDERED. Maybe she really ought to rec- 
ognize this honesty as a supreme virtue, when it obviously costs 
him so much to be honest. She comes to talk it over with me. 

Mr. N. is apparently trying to fool not merely his wife 
but also himself. By his “honesty,” by wallowing in his con- 
fession,” he is not trying to expiate any sin but merely to 
burt his wife. And in that of course he has succeeded perfectly. 

Looking at the behavior is only the start. One must then 
look for the motive behind the behavior. What does it really 
mean? Why does Mr. N. want to hurt hie wife? That is the 
real problem. 
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TM NOT minimising the seriousness of his original offense 
when I point out that breaking up the marriage would not 
make the offense any less. It might merely add a second 
offense to the first. The underlying problem, I repeat, is to 
find out just why he desires to hurt his wife, and to get rid 
of the causes that produce such a desire. His “honesty” is a 
hypocritical humbug; his real grievance may be a serious one. 

In this case it turned out that the real reason was largely 
a childish resentment over what he thought was a long history 
of neglect on his wife's part: She had not paid enough atten- 
tion to him. This was one way to make her pay attention 
to him! 

A better way would have been to find some interesting 
activities in which they could both join But the actual reason 
in this particular case is not important. The important thing 
is to deal with any problem in marriage by constructive, not 
destructive, methods.

Outside Walls 
HERE are a few little points 
T you should know about the 
outside walls of that house 
you're going to buy before you 
run back to your cave and tell 
the wife and kids to start pack- 


ing. 

With wood siding you want to 
look for signs of rotting or crack- 
ing in the wood, A crack should be 
the exception and hot the rule. 
There is no excuse for rotting and 
if numerous knots are bleeding 
through the paint you might ask 
about green lumber, The paint 
job is important too. If the paint 
is badly cracked, blistered and 
peeling it's a sign that the paint 
job was no good. After you have 
made this discovery you'd better 
remember that before a new coat 
of paint can go on the old biis- 
tered stuff must come off, 

A brick wall is waterproof pro- 
viding the bricks were laid right. 
Take a pen knife and scrape a 
mortar joint here and there. If 
the mortar falls out easily and 
seems to be not much more than 
sand, you have a second rate wall.
